Governor's Report on Quake 
The governor’s radio rcixirt stat­ 
ed: 
"An earthquake shook the town tit

"For an hour the level of the sea 
oscillated approximately one meter, 
“Telegraph and telephone services 
were interrupted, while water pipes 
wore seriously damaged. 
"Stores .suffered serious losses. 
"The population is panicky. 
“There are no reports of damage 
to the copper mines at Potrerillos. 
“No lives \v"re lost.” 
Strongest at Tahiti 
A hospital, drinking water tanks 
and telegraph lines were damaged at 
Taltal. where the quake apparently 
was strongest. 
Four shocks were felt at Potreril­ 
los. the first lasting for two minutes. 
There was a shock of 3 minutes 40 
seconds at Copiago. where some tele­ 
graph lines were disrupted and old 
walls were demolished.
